The move of the municipal 
offices to the Romulus Public 
Library went smoothly last 
weekend as a prelude to a 
seven-month remodeling and 
asbestos abatement effort at 
City Hall. 

Brad Field, a special con- 
sultant to the city, and James 
Napiorkowski, city treasurer, 
said the physical move, which 
began about 5 p.m. Friday, op- 
erated with almost no glitches 
through late Saturday after- 
noon. 

The truckers strike caused 
two problems, Field said, as an 
inverter device used as a 
backup unit for electrical 
power for the library lighting 
system and automatic doors, 
had to be flown in and tempor- 
ary rest room partitions had to 
be erected when the planned 
dividers were stranded in Chi- 
cago. 

Another minor snafu took 
place Friday night, when the 
City Hall elevator broke down 
briefly. “We had it up and run- 


ning again in about two or 
three hours,” Field said. “The 
breakdown caused no time de- 
lays, as we just rerouted that 
night’s moving schedule 
around it,” he continued. 

Intricate layouts of the tem- 
porary offices were drawn up 
by Field long before the move 
took place and four series of 
cross check numbers were 
placed on all furniture, 
computers and boxes to guar- 
antee that office mixups would 
be kept to a minimum. 

With heavy rains always a 
weekend possibility, Field 
said, “We had to develop alter- 
nate moving plans. The 
weather was cool but other- 
wise perfect for the move and 
the movers from Graebel Mov- 
ing Co. were able to transport 
almost all the City Hall belong- 
ings to the library on wheeled 
moving devices.’’ . 

The telephone lines were 
cut off at City Hall at 5:30 p.m. 
Friday and were re- 
established mid-morning on 
Saturday at the library build- 
ing. About 70 new phones were 
installed for use beginning 


smoothly 

Monday. New phones also 
were set up at the Romulus Po- 
lice Headquarters and the De- 
partment of Public Works. 

The files and furniture that 
could not fit or were not imme- 
diately needed at the transi- 
tion site at the library building 
are being stored at a Metro- 
plex facility in nearby Ro- 
mulus, Field said. 

On Monday, installers 
hooked up city department 
signs so that visitors to the 
temporary City Hall site can 
easily find the city employees 
or departments they are seek- 
ing. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally ex- 
pressed great pleasure that 
the weekend move went to 
smoothly, stating the heavy 
pre-planning by Field and 
Napiorkowski were the key 
reasons for the near-precision 
maneuver. 

One City Hall worker on 
Monday morning said, “My 
phones and computer are 
working OK. All I need now is 
to sort out my files. It probably 
will take a few days."

4 seek 2 school seats

A pair of 12-year Romulus 
Community School District 
board members are being 
challenged this June 13 by a 
team of challengers. 

The incumbents seeking re- 
election are Edward L. Wilker- 
son and Mary M. King. Both 
joined the board back in 1982. 

The two challengers are Ju- 
lie A. Oleszkowicz and Judith 
Gondek, who plan to run their 
campaigns as a team. 

The two incumbents both 
feel that school funding will be 
the number one issue, par- 
tially because of the impact 
Proposal A has on Romulus. 

Wilkerson, immediate past 
board president, feels Ro- 
mulus Schools’ funding pro- 
cess has been altered in past 
years because “first we were 
in formula, then we were out of 
formula and now we are being 
placed back in formula again.” 

“While we were out of for- 
mula, we created some new 
programs and cut class sizes. 
Now that we are back in for- 
mula, the strongest way to im- 
pact budget cuts is through 
hiking class sizes. It’s not what 
we favor doing, but we do have 
to live within our district’s 
budget limits,” Wilkerson said. 

King, who currently is 
board vice president, also 
feels school finances will be a 
major issue in the current 
campaign. 

“I feel my past experience 
in both financial and policy 
areas are a major plus for the 
district. I work with the service 
for learning effort at the high 
school and even chauffeur 
some of the students around to 
area programs,” King said. “I 
serve as treasurer of the 
Wayne County Association of 
School Boards and provide Ro- 
mulus heavy access into their 
plannning cycles.” 

King said while her chil-

dren are grown, she has three 
grandchildren in the Romulus 
school district and thus re- 
mains active with students, 
teachers and parents on var- 
ious levels. 

Gondek is a 14 year resident 
of Romulus, a mother of two 
children and has actively at- 
tended school board meetings 
for more than three years. 

“1 feel that our veteran 

school board needs some 
changes and that is why Julie 
and I decided to run as a 
team,” Gondek said. “We both 
feel that complacency has de- 
veloped on the board and not 
enough discussion occurs on 
school finance issues before a 
decision is made.” 

Her campaign team mem- 
ber, Oleszkowicz, has been a 
city resident for the past 17 
years and also has attended 
school board meetings for a 
number of years. 

She is a former president of 
the Wick School Parent 
Teacher Organization and has 
been active with a number of

district-wide groups including 
the school improvement team, 
policy committee and the 
steering committee on Part- 
nerships for Education. 

“I’ve thought for years I 
should run for the board, be- 
cause I too feel board mem- 
bers have become complacent 
and few have children still in 
the school system,” 
Oleszkowicz said. “I think the 
board must remember they 
hire the superintendent of 
schools and it should not ap- 
pear that the reverse hap- 
pens.” 

Oleszkowicz questions why 
the board members are still 
working on the same budget 
cut list in April, as they did in 
August 

“I’m concerned that class 
sizes are continuing to grow, 
Special Ed students are being 
mainstreamed with other stu- 
dents and apparently no athle- 
tic cuts are being considered 
at this time, only academic 
area cutbacks,” Oleszkowicz 
said. 


Murder hearing slated today

The two Detroit men 
charged with the pre-Easter 
killing of a Detroit Metro Air- 
port visitor face a 2 p.m. pre- 
trial hearing today in 34th Dis- 
trict Court. 

The defendants are Charles 
Douglas Scott, 33, and Isaac 
Collier Jr., 26, both of Detroit. 
Both have been held in the 
Wayne County Jail in lieu of 
bail since their separate ar- 
raignments last week. 

Scott walked into the 10th 
Detroit Police Precinct about 1 
p.m. last Thursday and in- 
formed police that he heard a 
police warrant had been is- 
sued for his arrest. 

Detroit Police immediately 
notified Romulus authorities, 
who picked up Scott and trans- 
ported him to Romulus. He 
later was arraigned before 
34th District Court Judge He- 
nry Zaborowski on felonious 
murder, robbery and a felony 
firearm complaint. 

Two days earlier Collier was 
arrested in the home of one of 
his Detroit friends, Romulus 
Detective Lt. Kenneth Kraus 
said, and the car-jacked bright 
red 1992 Pontiac Grand Prix 
with gold-colored wheels that 
was used as a get-away car was 
recovered. 

Collier, who was charged 
with th-e same three com- 
plaints, was arraigned Thurs- 
day morning before 
Zaborowski. He also was or- 


dered held without bail. 

Romulus detectives state 
the pair apparently tried to 
rob Elwin A. Lillie, 54, of 
Evart, of his money as he sat in 
his car reading a newspaper in 
the McDonald’s Restaurant 
parking lot on Middlebelt 
Road at 2 p.m. April 2. 

Police said a shot was fired 
by one of the suspects, appar- 
ently while the pair were still 
sitting in their car. The bullet 
struck Mr. Lillie in the head, 
killing him instantly, police re- 
ported. 

Mr. Lillie’s car began to roll, 
hit the restaurant building and 
then the attacker’s vehicle, dis- 
abling it, police said. 

The attackers then fled on 
foot, one of them car jacking a 
vehicle from an Inkster woman 
getting gas at a nearby Amoco 
service station. Police said she 
asked the earjacker for the re- 
turn of her purse and he re- 
portedly threw it at her, just 
before speeding from the 
scene. 

Mr. Lillie had stopped at the 
Romulus McDonald’s Restau- 
rant, while awaiting the ar- 
rival of his 80-year-old mother, 
Marian, aboard a plane at 
Metro Airport. When Marian 
Lillie arrived at the airport, 
she called her family to tell 
them that her son had not ar- 
rived to pick her up. 

Minutes later police arrived 
to inform her of Mr. Lillie’s 
death. 

Family members said Mr. 
Lillie had driven his mother’s 
car from Florida to Romulus, 


where he was to meet her after 
her flight to Metro Airport. 

The victim was born and 
raised in Greenville and 
moved near Evart five years 
ago when he accepted a job as 
construction foreman of a reli- 
gious camp. 

Mr. Lillie was termed, “a 
great individual, great friend 
and great personality,” by his 
boss, Mark Oleson, director of 
Spring Hill Camp. 

The victim’s nephew, Les 
Lillie, called his uncle, “a man 
who was totally dedicated to 
his family and God.” 

In addition to his mother, 
Mr. Lillie is survived by his 
wife, Judy, and two sons, Brian 
and Bart.

Romulus Youth Officer 
Rosemary Cooper was on the 
police force for more than 
three years when the oppor- 
tunity to become a youth offi- 
cer was opened to her. 

Cooper, a graduate of Wayne 
State University, jumped at the 
chance, since few other offi 
cers either male or female ex- 
pressed any heavy interest in 
the position. 

Feeling her major in law en- 
forcement and minor in psy- 
chology would help her 
immensely in handling the 
youth position, Cooper sought 
the position and was named 
the department youth officer 
three years ago by former Po- 
lice Chief Fred Dansby. 

Cooper is one of only four 
women officers in the Ro- 
mulus Police Department to- 
day and is proud of the work 
she has done with juveniles to 
date. 

Two of the remaining three 
women, Teresa Smagner and 
Carolyn Huggins are patrol of- 
ficers and Cora Semrau is a de- 
tective. 

Cooper remembers joining 
the force about six and a half 
years ago and feeling accepted 
by the heavy majority of the 
male officers. 

“Only three men seemed to 
have had a problem with my 


joining the department at that 
time,” Cooper said, “and even 
that problem didn’t last very 
long.” 

Today relations between 
her and other department 
members are wonderful, she 
said. 

As the Romulus youth offi- 
cer, Cooper expects to see 
many changes in the juvenile 
justice system in coming years, 
some being initiated by the 
sudden wave of youth violence 
and gang activities across 
southern Michigan and 
throughout the U.S. 

Cooper feel juvenile crime 
fighters will have to become 
more community oriented in 
the future. 

Currently, she has been 
called to speak to the fifth- and 
sixth- graders at a local ele- 
mentary school and the admin- 
istration at the Romulus 
Middle School as a prelude to 
efforts to combat graffiti and 
any potential gang develop- 
ment within Romulus. 

Police Chief Robert Brown 
earlier asked the local police 
officers to notify Cooper of any 
gang style graffiti appearing in 
Romulus. 

“Most of the graffiti popping 
up here includes slang terms 
and symbols relating to var- 
ious gangs,” Cooper said, “and 
we are hoping that if it ap- 
pears on private property the 
owners will remove it 


promptly when notified and 
when it appears on city prop- 
erty, city employees will get rid 
of it.” 

To keep up to date with gang 
and graffiti problems in neigh 
boring towns and cities, Coo- 
per said she attends a monthly 
downriver anti- gang meeting. 
“Gangs don’t necessarily stay 
within city lines,” she ex- 
plained, “so police depart- 
ments and other support 
groups will have to work to- 
gether to stay ahead of the is- 
sue.” 

While most of the youth of 
Romulus are “great kids,” Coo- 
per said, her job is to work 
with those children who are 
having problems with society, 
either at school, home or their 
neighborhoods. 

“I have to try to add disci- 
pline to youths’ lives, partic- 
ularly when there is none at 
home,” Cooper said. “Many 
times it entails seeking coun- 
seling for both the children 
and their parents. 

“Youth officers are today 
given a lot of discretion. Thus 
sometimes I feel it best to re- 
lease some youths with a stern 
warning and others with re- 
quests for counseling. How- 
ever, the worst offenders are 
sent to juvenile courts for judi- 
cial reveiw and determina- 


tion,” Cooper said. 

Some recent local crime vic- 
tims’ families are trying to put 
pressure on various sources to 
have tougher sentences 
handed down by juvenile 
judges, particularly when 
youth are accused of crimes in- 
volving weapons (guns and 
knives). 

Cooper also would like to 
see juvenile judges get tougher 
with youth even on lesser of- 


fenses. She also feels that ad- 
ditional support groups need 
to be created or enlarged to as- 
sist with today’s juvenile jus- 
tice crisis. 

Is she a role model for 
youth? 

“Well, I hope I am. But I 
have to project a tough image 
many times, so I’m not sure 
whether thats the image to- 
day’s youth are looking for or 
not,” she said.

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Airport noise continues

A Burton Street resident de- 
manded to know Monday 
night, when Detroit Metro Air- 
port officials were going to 
supply Romulus residents 
with some airport noise pollu- 
tion relief. 

Alan Bell, who said he has

“We sit next to the busiest 
runway in the airport, and yet 
we have heard nothing from 
Metro Airport executives,” he 
said. “On the other hand, we 


haven’t heard much from our 
neighbors either, only air- 
plane noise. This past Sunday 
we tried to talk outside our 
homes and constantly had to 
stop because of airplane noise 
overpowering our conversa- 
tions. 

“Noise is only one of the 
problems we face,” Bell told 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. “The 
other major problem is vibra- 
tion. Windows in my home 
have cracked, pictures and 
other family possessions have 
fallen off walls and shelves 
and still we hear nothing from 
Metro officials. Can’t we even 
get a time frame when they 
plan to do something about 
it?” 

McAnally, whose home is 


impacted by the same airport 
problems, agreed and urged 
that the council pass a resolu- 
tion reminding airport and 
Wayne County officials that it 
is time to fulfill their long- 
standing promises and inform 
area residents of their inten- 
tions. 

Airport officials nearly two 
years ago promised to buy or 
soundproof homes impacted 
by excessive airport noise and 
other pollution. 

McAnally said it is defi- 
nitely time for these hard- 
pressed families to get some 
response from airport officials 
so they too can plan their fam- 
ily’s future. 

The council agreed to such 
a resolution and urged that it 
be sent promptly.

Open letter to Romulus residents: 

There has been a lot of talk at the council meetings about the injection well down in Vickery, 

Ohio. Percy Lilly has repeatedly compared the deep well project here in Romulus to problems at that 
site. 

I saw the videotape that Percy took when he was in Vickery but it didn’t show very much. I 
wanted to find out more for myself so I went to Vickery. 

I called before I went and the people there were more than willing to set a time for me to visit the 
site. The man I met was Fred Nicar, general manager, and we spent about one and a half hours 
touring the site. 

I saw where the trucks are parked while samples are taken and the lab where the samples are 
tested. 

We then went to the building where trucks are unloaded, looked at the tank farm where waste is 
stored. I was even shown the operations room where everything is controlled and monitored. Records 
are kept using computers and paper charts just like at the hospital. 

All outdoor lines are above ground and the injection pump and wells are in small buildings of their 
own. 

Having listened to what Percy had to say I was surprised by how clean the place was. All the 
parking areas and floors are clean and there was no smell at all. 

Mr. Nicar said there were lagoons a long time ago, that some people still talk about, but they’ve 
been closed for years and there hasn’t been any problems since. He went on to say that the Vickery 
Deep Wells have never contaminated even a pint of ground water. 

I didn't smell anything the whole time I was there. 

Now that I've been through the place I’m sorry Percy didn’t go in himself. He’s had a lot to say 
about deep wells and it seems a shame to go all that way and not even go in.

I wonder if he's really interested in learning about Deep Wells or just repeating what he’s been 
told by people who don't like them. I believe he should be more concerned about cleaning up the 
environment.

I've been to one for myself now and I'm not concerned about having one by my house. I think 
anyone who wants to talk about Deep Wells should go find out for themselves before they start 
making speeches in public.

Renowned author reveals truth behind 


what prompted a teen-ager to kill in

In her first book, Freed To Kill, author Gera-Lind Kolarik’s in- 
depth investigation into a real-life crime resulted in the convic- 
tion of Larry Eyler as a serial killer. He was placed on death row 
for the murder of 22 men. 

Now, in an effort to reveal the truth behind another tragic 
murder in the bedroom community of Winnetka, 111., Kolarik 
takes readers on a roller coaster ride through the life of troubled 
teen-ager David Biro in I Am Cain. 

The book reveals the thoughts of Biro and the circumstances 
that led him to take the life of a young couple he never knew. 
Nancy and Richard Langert had everything to look forward to 
including their first child. 

The account is intriguing, not only because it is based on a 
true story of a senseless crime, but because the murders, investi- 
gation, and trial received international media attention, partic- 
ularly when a judge ruled that Biro’s family could be held 
accountable for their son’s actions. 

“I love police reporting, and as a young reporter, I covered as 
many as 1,000 to 2,000 murders as a City News Bureau reporter in 
a year,” Kolarik said. “You’re talking about an average of three 
murders a night. So, I learned to deal with the actual crime 
scene and how it upsets you, but how the police were able to take 
the evidence from a crime scene, reconstruct it and bring a 
person to justice.” 

Kolarik began her career as a freelance reporter for the Chi- 
cago Daily News. From 1975 to 1977 she worked for the City News 
Bureau of Chicago, covering police and political beats. 

In 1977, Kolarik joined the staff of WBBM-TV, the CBS affiliate 
station in Chicago, as an overnight assignment editor, dispatch- 
ing reporters and news crews to city and suburban fire and law. 
enforcement stories. Three years later, she became daytime as- 
signment editor for WLS-TV, the ABC affiliate station in Chicago, 





again specializing in crime and law enforcement. 

“I left television in 1986 to write Freed To Kill because it was 
the one story that bugged me,” Kolarik said. “Larry Eyler was a 
suspect in 22 murders. He was set free because the police did an 
illegal search and seizure and the evidence was suppressed, and 
then he killed again. 

“As a journalist you see he is convicted of one crime, and 
everyone seemed to want to forget the other 22 murders of Eyler. 
Even my news director at the time said ‘Gera forget it They 
freed him.’” 

Kolarik said when Eyler was arrested for the death of Daniel 
Bridges, she decided to leave television in order to investigate 
the other Eyler murders for Freed To Kill. 

“I reconstructed all the other murders,” Kolarik said. “Eyler 
was questioned on all the murders in the book.” 

Kolarik said she was intrigued with the Langert murder when 
it went to trial. She decided to investigate why a 16-year-old boy 


who was brought up in what appeared to be the average Ameri- 
can family would want to kill. 

“I saw all these motives in the newspaper-possible Irish Re- 
publican Army involved, drug smuggling,” Kolarik said. “As a 
journalist I wondered what the real story is when everything 
dies down and they make an arrest. And, I wanted to follow 
through like I did with Eyler.” 

Kolarik did go to the trial of the Langerts in 1990. She said she 
knew there were other authors wanting to write the story. 

“I made a deal with the cops that I wanted to take a look at 
what they did all the way up to the arrest of David Biro,” Kolarik 
said. “Since that wasn’t part of the trial, they could give it to me. I 
was six months ahead of everybody.” 

Kolarik said Biro received two life sentences in prison for the 
murder of the Langerts and the killing of their unborn child. 

“This is a case where you not only have the legal system 
failing, but you have the mothers and fathers,” Kolarik said. 
“You have a boy here who had everything-a beautiful bedroom, 
a house, his own car and his own credit cards. 

“But, the one thing he was lacking was the basic family struc- 
ture. Through this book you find out how he tried to poison his 
mother, father brother and sister. You see the progression of a 
boy getting worse since age 10. You see the development of a 
potential serial killer as a young boy.” 

Kolarik said she found out through her investigation that Biro 
was never punished for a number of wrongdoings by his parents 
because they continued to cover up for him. 

“In his own words he told his psychiatrist that his parents 
allowed him to get away with a lot of ‘s— Kolarik said. “‘They 
teach me that doing bad is OK.’ So every time David did wrong, 
his mother and father hired a lawyer and got him off and the 
parents paid off whoever he did wrong to. 

“So, what David wanted to do was commit the perfect murder. 
His heroes were heroes from movies. He imitated his heroes in 
the movie. One character in a movie he watched who was a killer 
wore a black trench coat. David wore a trench coat.” 

Other intriguing points in this true gripping story include a 
message Nancy Langert wrote in her own blood that has yet to be 
deciphered. 

Who is Cain?. You’ll have to read the book. I Am Cain is 
published by Avon Books. It is now available in paperback at all 
major bookstores. 

Kolarik is already working on her third and fourth true-crime 
books. All of the books have been sold for movie options. They 
are also being translated to be sold in various countries through- 
out Europe.

While the cat’s away 


While many of our readers are certainly tired of our 
criticisms of the conduct of the members of the Wayne- 
Westland school board--we cannot help but make one 
more plea to them to exercise some reason and dignity in 
an ongoing and potentially embarrassing situation. 

This newspaper, under the provisions of the Freedom of 
Information Act, has requested certain documents from 
them. These are documents we are reasonably certain we 
have a right to and which we believe are a matter of public 
record. 


To date, the stated reasons for not providing the infor- 
mation have been interesting-and if correct, legitimate. 
But we still suspect that, as in the past, and in light of the 
divisive board arguing and in-fighting, the reasons pro- 
vided may not be well grounded in reality. 

And while we have been, to date, more than cooperative 
and understanding, if this disregard for the law and the 
public’s right to know is real, it follows a pattern of arro- 
gance and ignorance established some time ago that must 
be corrected if the district is to survive. 

The lack of a cohesive board and the evident friction 
among the members seems to provide the environment 
wherein administrators take matters of public policy upon 
themselves, rather than referring such matters to those 
elected to such responsibilities. 

If the board members time and attention is diverted 
from public policy and into private agendas and factions, 
then the district taxpayers, students and residents are ill 
served. Voters, after all, didn’t elect administration office 
personnel-but if those employees violate the law, it is 
those who were elected who will face the legal conse- 
quences of those actions. 

We urge the board members to cooperate, establish 
goals and exercise control of the actions of administration 
personnel for whom they are, ultimately, responsible.

Global economy 
kills jobs

Tb the editor: 

It was hypocrisy at the high- 
est level! The G-7 “Jobs Confer- 
ence” should have been called 
“Focus: HOKUM.” There 
seems to be a reluctance 
among the G-7 nations, includ- 
ing the United States, to level 
with the public on this issue of 
jobs. 

What’s really killing jobs in 
the older industrialized na- 
tions is the Global Economy. 
The Global Economy has punc- 
tured many of the old assump- 
tions upon which economists 
and politicians have relied for 
the last 60 years. Let me briefly 
explain. 

In the 1920s and 30s a Brit- 
ish economist named John 
Maynard Keynes established a 
system for thinking about the 
economy that has ruled eco- 
nomic and political thought 
ever since. Among the assump- 
tions upon which this Keyne- 
sian Model of the economy is 
based is the idea that nations 
act as, sort of, hermetically 
sealed economic units. Pro- 
fessor Keynes could not possi- 
bly have anticipated the 
information and communica- 
tion revolution of the 1980s - or 
the resulting globalization of 
the world economy. The glob- 
alized economy has punctured 
the old equilibriums and de- 
stroyed many of the assump- 
tions upon which the 
Keynesian Model was based. 

Put simply -- In seeking la- 
bor, capital or knowledge mod- 
ern corporations are free to 
ignore national boundaries to 
a degree never before thought 
possible. That is the real prob- 
lem before us. Much of what 
the government tells us is 
based on the outdated eco- 
nomic model — which is why so 
much of it doesn’t ring true. 
Globalization has changed ev- 
erything! 

OK - So what? 


So cheap labor is infecting 
the older industrialized econ- 
omies like a virus. You might 
want to call it the Hong Kong 
Virus. Europe and the United 
States have an unemployment 
problem not because their 
workers are stupid but be- 
cause their workers won’t 
work cheap. The politicians 
could never admit this pub- 
licly because it would be polit- 
ical dynamite. The politically 
correct solution? Job re- 
training. 

In that respect the whole 
job retraining business is re- 
ally a political diversion to 
take the public thinking away 
from the real problems facing 


the mature industrial nations. 

The real problem then is 
not working smart but working 
cheap. For example, India is 
literally stuffed with highly- 
trained computer program- 
mers, who will work hard all 
day for what we would call a 
hot meal and some spending 
money. Using this information 
a modern global corporation 
might want to configure itself 
this way - corporate headquar- 
ters in Maryland - a research 
and development facility in 
Ann Arbor and a large factory 
in India. 

The idea that we need to 
somehow become a nation of 
rocket scientists is pure non- 
sense. And even if we did - 
rocket scientists is pure non- 
sense. And even if we did - 
rocket scientists but thousands 
of high value added industrial 
jobs making rockets. The real 
question challenging the G-7 
nations is who gets to do the 
high value added unskilled 
and semi-skilled labor. So far, 
the answer seems to be -- not 
us. 

Job retraining will offer a 
few people a life jacket in the 
coming global economy - but 
our economic boat has mil- 
lions of people in it. And most 
of them could not be retrained 
for so-called high-tech jobs in 
the U.S. - even if those jobs 
existed. 

What we really need is a 
jobs conference on what hap- 
pens to the millions of un- 
skilled and semi-skilled 
workers if the industrial jobs 
that we have relied on for 
three generations do not come 
back. The unskilled labor 
question is a time bomb tick- 
ing away in the social fabric of 
the G-7 nations. And it must be 
addressed rationally and with- 
out wishful thinking. If we 
choose to ignore it - we do so 
at our peril - because the con- 
sequences could be explosive.

The month of April is be- 
coming known across the coun- 
try for something far more 
significant than April Fools 
Day or even Daylight Savings 
Time. April is also officially 
designated as “Alcohol Aware- 
ness Month”, and has become 
a time for recognizing the 
kinds of things we can do all 


To the editor: 

If you are disturbed at the 
revelations of the radiation ex- 
periments on unsuspecting cit- 
izens by the federal 
government, then you should 
be outraged by the fact that 
there is a massive radiation 
experiment now under way 
that places at risk, in a similar 
way, the entire Great Lakes 
Region and all of its citizens. 

We are referring to the 
placement of high level nu- 
clear waste in untested con- 
crete casks 150 yards from the 
shore of Lake Michigan at the 
Palisades n plant site. Eight 
casks and three metal baskets 
that contain the waste w'ithin 
the concrete casks were built 
before there was a certificate 
of compliance issued which 
would have established the 
criteria for their construction. 


Although thousands of citizens 
and even State Attorney Gen- 
eral Frank Kelley asked the 
Nuclear Regulation Commis- 
sion for a public hearing, no 
hearing was granted and no 
environmental impact state- 
ment was provided. The Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC) is licensing the facility 
for storage only with no provi- 
sion for offsite transport. A 
Government Accounting Office 
report states that the NRC has 
decided that they can license 
these casks, or containment of 
these wastes in the spent fuel 
pool at the reactor site, for 140 
years. (GAO/RCED 91-194, 
p.42). These wastes will remain 
highly toxic for thousands of 
years. The concrete slab on 
which the casks are paced is 
on shifting sand dunes in a 
“high risk erosion area”, ac- 
cording to a permit issued by 
the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources. 

Approval of these casks at 
Palisades allows them to be 
used with no public hearing or 
environmental impact state- 
ment at the 32 other reactor 
sites on the Great Lakes. Any 
accident would irreversibly 
contaminate the drinking wa- 
ter of millions of people and of 
thousands of industries that 
depend on their water supply 
from the Great Lakes. 

Lake Michigan Federation 
finally decided it had to file a 
lawsuit, at considerable cost, 
just to ask for a public hearing 
on this issue. Attorney General 
Frank Kelley and Don’t Waste 
Michigan have joined this law- 
suit. 

Write your political leaders 
to have this dangerous direc- 
tion for high level radioactive 
waste disposal halted until a 
special commission is appoin- 
ted by the President to exam- 
ine the entire radioactive 
waste disposal policy of the 
country which does not protect 
the public at this time.

Wayne drops opener, bounces back to win

For veteran baseball coach Jim Chro- 
nowski, 1993 was not a good year. 

Hospitalized early in the campaign with 
a heart ailment, the Wayne Memorial High 
School coach missed most of the season, 
and the Zebras finished with a .500 (11-11) 
record. They never figured in the last Wol- 
verine ‘A’ Conference title race, which en- 
ded with Monroe winning it 

A year later, Chronowski is ready, 
healthy and optimistic even though the Ze- 
bras were assigned to the Mega Confer- 
ence, Red Division, the toughest of the 
three (Blue and White) divisions.

state semis. Detroit De- 
LaSalle defeated Grand 
Ledge for the state champi- 
onship. 

With southpaw senior 
Bryan Besco on the mound 
for the season opener, the

After several weeks of spec- 
ulation that the former aide of 
U.S. Congressman William 
Ford would seek the 13th dis- 
trict post, David Geiss an- 
nounced his candidacy on 
April 5. 

In a speech in front of the 
William D. Ford Vocational/ 
Technical Center in Westland, 
Geiss said he is running for 
Congress “because I want to 
help the many families in 
Michigan and the 13th District 
who worry about how they will 
get by in the next few years. 

“Our world is changing so 
quickly - the constant struggle 
to keep our families safe, 
healthy, educated and em- 
ployed becomes harder and 
harder every year. Many fami- 
lies live in fear that illness or 
injury will wipe out everything 
they have worked for. We 
worry also that someone we 
love will be the next victim of 
violent crime,” Geiss said. 

Geiss, who was born in 1942 
in Philadelphia, Pa., moved 
with his family to Dearborn, 
Mich, in 1949. He graduated 


from Fordson High School and 
later attended Henry Ford 
Community College. He served 
in the U.S. Army Reserve for 
four years. 

From 1973 to 1979, Geiss 
served on the Taylor City 
Council. In 1982, Congressman 
Ford appointed Geiss to be his 
campaign manager, and fol- 
lowing his election, Geiss was 
hired as chief of staff for Ford 
in Washington, D.C. On April 1, 
he officially began an unpaid 
leave. 

Geiss said four issues are 
extremely important in this 
campaign: jobs, education, 
health care and crime. 

“One of my top priorities in 
Congress will be job training 
and re- training with the main 
focus being on education,” 


Geiss said. “New computers, 
materials, manufacturing pro- 
cesses are constantly demand- 
ing new skills. This creates a 
tough demand on older 
workers. For many years, they 
could be secure as long as they 
did their job well. NOw, they 
must update their skills or else 
take lower paying jobs while 
accepting a lower standard of 
living. We need to show busi- 
ness leaders that these 
workers are worth the invest- 
ment to retrain, the need to get 
them into vocational re- 
training either in the work- 
place or in night school.” 

“Second, I want to talk to 
you about preparing our chil- 
dren for the future. We need to 
make sure our children are 
getting an education that gives

them the basis skills they will 
need for a lifetime of leaning,” 
the candidate said. “Third, we 
want to be sure everyone has 
access to affordable health in- 
surance.” 

Geiss said his wife, Jac- 
queline, was diagnosed with 
leukemia seven years ago, and, 


after intensive treatment, is 
now in remission. He said he 
wants to see all workers get 
coverage that will see them 
through the expense of an un- 
expected illness, 

The candidate said his 
fourth focus would be on crime 


problems. 

Geiss said more is needed to 
keep guns out of the hands of 
criminals and kids. 

“We must try to prevent vio- 
lence before it happens, by 
teaching our children to re- 
solve conflicts,” he said. 


3 face trial in baseball-bat attack on local man

Three Westland man, 
charged with assault with in- 
tent to do great bodily harm in 
the beating of a 36-year-old 
Garden City man about the 
head and body with an alumi- 
num baseball bat, are sched- 
uled for a July 27 jury trial 
before Detroit Recorder’s 
Judge George Crockett. 

John Robert Young, 20, is ac- 
cused of wielding the baseball 
bat, striking the victim in the 
back and head. Brothers Rich- 
ard Anthony Nastal, 21, and 
Ryan Allen Nastal, 19, are ac- 
cused of holding the man down 
during the beating and also 
kicking and punching the vic- 
tim. 

All three defendants were 
released on bond and face a 
maximum of 10 years in prison 
if convicted. 

Officers discovered the vic- 
tim, Basil Douglas Buck, 36, 
lying on the garage floor of his 
cousin’s home bleeding se- 
verely, according to Westland 
police reports. The victim, who 
was transported to Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne, received 20 
stitches to his head and suf- 
fered a severe concussion, 
Westland police Sgt. Marc 
Stobbe said. 

Young’s neighbor Leary 
Glinski, 50, who lives on the 
6300 block of N. Wayne Road,

testified in Westland 18th Dis- 
trict Court that he was con- 
fronted by Richard Nastal who 
came to his home demanding 
money allegedly owed to 
Young by Glinski’s live-in 
nephew. 

Nastal allegedly left the 
home some five minutes later, 
threatening Glinski he would 
return. Glinski called police to 
make a report and around 11 
p.m. Nastal returned with his 
brother Ryan Nastal and 
Young, Glinski testified. 

While Glinski was arguing 
with the men outside his home, 
the nephew allegedly tele- 
phoned police and his cousin, 
Buck the subsequent victim, to 
come help. 

Buck testified that when he 
arrived at the home, he saw 
the disagreement become hos- 
tile, grabbed an aluminum bat 
from behind his car seat and 
approached the men, holding 
the bat behind his back. 

“I saw some people getting 
nice and heated. That’s when I 
pulled the bat out and ap- 
proached,” Buck said. 

According to testimony, 
Richard Nastal saw Buck and 
ran toward him at which point 
Buck swung the bat hitting 
Nastal’s legs in an effort to pro- 
tect himself. 

Nastal then began wrestling 
with Buck and Ryan Nastal 
jumped on Buck’s back.

Students seek ‘moms’ for 
one-day visit to work

Thirty students from Inkster 
High School and Blanchette 
Middle School are seeking wo- 
men to serve as substitute 
moms on April 28, the second 
annual Take Our Daughters to 
Work Day (TODTWD). 

Millions of girls, between 
the ages of 9 and 15 are ex- 
pected to take part in the pro- 
gram which brings them into 
workplaces to introduce them 
to employment opportunities 
and career choices. 

“Some of the girls’ mothers 
don’t work outside the home, 
and they need to be paired 
with a woman volunteer so 
that they can participate in 
TODTWD,” said YWCA Pro- 
gram Director Mary Wooten. 
“Last year, we had a pharma- 
cist, three engineers from 
Ford Motor Company, school 
administrators, a physical 
therapist, the Inkster city 
clerk, a district court judge 
and a newspaper writer. 

“This year, I’m contacting 
the FBI office and the Michi- 
gan State Police to see if they 
want to participate,” said 
Wooten. “We are looking for fe- 
male volunteers who can pro- 
vide a day-long visit in the 
workplace for one of our girls.” 

Wooten said the 30 girls and 
their mentors will meet at the 
YWCA in Inkster for a conti- 


nental breakfast, and then go 
to their places of business. 
They will return to the YWCA 
in the afternoon, and the girls 
will be transported back to 
their schools at the end of the 
day. 

“If someone would like to 
support the program, but can- 
not be a mentor, they can still 
assist us by providing a dona- 
tion for our breakfast or by 
contributing gifts for our stu- 
dents,” the program director 
said.

After ruling on a number of 
„ pre trial motions last Monday 
and Tuesday, Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Claudia 
House Morcom adjourned the 
planned zoning trial which 
, will decide the fate of the haz- 
ardous waste injection well 
owned by Environmental Dis- 
posal Services (EDS) in Ro- 
mulus. 

.. While no date was set for 
the trial, Morcom did set up a 
calendar for the opposing 
sides on the issue of summary 
disposition in connection with 
the city pre-emption on the 
4,000 feet deep well issue. 

City of Romulus attorneys 
have until April 15 to file a 
brief on the issue stressing 
that neither the national Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
nor the state Department of 
Natural Resources permits 
, pre-empt city zoning regula- 
rs tions. 

„ Then EDS attorneys have 
until April 22 to file a counter- 
brief citing that such state and 
national regulations do take 
precedence over city zoning 
ordinances. 

Either side then has the 
right to respond to the opposi- 
tion motions until April 29. 

Morcom also set May 3 for 
oral arguments on the issue 
and attorneys for both sides 
say she could render her deci- 
sion on the pre-emption issue 
at that time. 

If Morcom issues her deci- 
sion in favor of the city posi- 
tion, EDS would then be

forced to appear before the 
Romulus Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals if it wishes to proceed 
with work at the well site. It is 
the city view that the EDS- 
leased property is not in the 
right zoning area for injection 
wells. 

If, however, the judge sup- 
ports the EDS position, the city 
could be forced to appeal her 
decision to the state Court of 
Appeals. 

EDS President Douglas 
Wickland said it has been in 
correctly reported that the 
zoning trial has begun. “In re- 
ality we have only heard pre- 
trial motions to this point,” he 
said, “so all our offers to the 
city of Romulus are still on the 
bargaining table. Since the 
judge has adjourned the trial, 
our offers remain alive.” 

Wicklund earlier had said 
that EDS would consider giv- 
ing the city a 5- percent royalty 
on annual sales, offer certain 
jobs to local residents and 
even assist local educational 
programs. But he has vowed 
all the offers will be taken off 
the bargaining table the day 
the trial actually begins.

Son-in-law admits attack 


Romulus man faces 
prison in assault

A 19-year-old Romulus man, 
accused of hitting an 18-year- 
old Westland man in the face 
and neck with a 12-gauge shot- 
gun, pleaded guilty to the re- 
duced charge of aggravated 
assault in Detroit Recorder’s 
Court. 

Perry Hayes Ledford, who 
was released on a $10,000/10 
percent bond pending sen- 
tencing April 26, was origi- 
nally charged with felonious 
assault which carries a maxi- 
mum sentence of four years in 
prison. Ledford faces up to one 
year in prison on the misde- 
meanor charge. 

Ledford was arrested 
around midnight on Oct. 30, 
1993 at a 7-Eleven store, lo- 
cated at 172 S. John Hix Road 
in Westland, according to 
Westland police Sgt. Steve 
Ryskamp. _ 

The victim received stitches 
to his forehead and police pho- 
tographs of the man’s -neck 
show a circular cut made by 
the barrel of Ledford’s gun, 
Ryskamp said. 

The incident occurred when 
Ledford and three other indi- 
viduals drove up in a blue 
Camaro and a confrontation 
began with the victim and an- 
other individual who were oc- 
cupants of the victim’s car, 
Ryskamp said. When the dis- 
cussion became heated, Led- 
ford and the victim got out of 
their respective cars with 
weapons in hand.

A former Westland store 
manager, accused of embez 
zling more than $50,000 from 
the Tri-County Mattress store 
where he was employed, 
pleaded nolo contendere to 
the charge of embezzlement 
over $100 in Detroit Recorder’s 
Court. 

Jeffrey Richard Metz, 38, 
was released on a $5,000 per- 
sonal bond pending his sen 
fencing on the charge April 27. 
Metz faces up to 10 years in 
prison on the charge. 

Westland police Sgt. Jay De- 
schanes added that Metz could 
also be required to pay some 
or all of the money back in res- 
titution if convicted. 

Metz, who told police during 
his arraignment that he is 
working at a mattress store in 
Racine, Wis., can leave the 
state, but must keep De- 
schanes informed of his 
whereabouts on a weekly 
basis. 

Police arrested Metz shortly 
after a letter written by Tri- 
County owner Roger Blum in 
early February was sent to sev- 
eral local and county officials. 
Blum, who owns five area 
stores including the Westland 
store located at 38411 Ford 
Road, was concerned that the 
embezzlement report he filed 
with Westland police in mid- 
September was not being han- 
dled in a timely manner.

Following the distribution 
of the letter to Westland Police 
Chief Emery Price, Westland 
Mayor Robert Thomas, the 
Wayne County Prosecutor, 
Wayne County Sheriff and the 
Michigan State Police, Metz 
was charged with embezzle- 
ment over $100. 

“Jay Deschanes called me 
immediately at home on the 
10th and we were in the pros- 
ecutor’s office on the 14th,” 
Blum said. 

Metz, who became em- 
ployed at the store as a store 
manager in October 1992, was 
discovered to have allegedly 
embezzled some $50,000 cash 
and $39,000 in merchandise 
from the store which he man- 
aged over a six- month period, 
according to Blum’s letter. 

Blum said he discovered the 
embezzlement activity after 
his six month company audit 
revealed the funds were miss- 
ing. 

“We don’t make zillions of 
dollars.

That’s two 
years that he took away from 
me,” Blum added.

TITLE AND PURPOSE 

Section 1 1 This Ordinance

’owner* of any ’premises’ or 
’structure’, except and ’owner’ 
occupied single family 
dwelling, or an ’owner’ oc- 
cupied commercial building, 
shall register with the City of 
Belleville, their name, place ot 
residence or usual place of 
business, and the location of 
each ’premises’ regulated by 
this Article At the time of 
registration, the ’owner* shall 
pay an annual registration tee 
of Twenty-Frve Dollars ($25 00) 
tor each ’structure* registered 
II the 'premises* are managed 
or operated by an agent ot the 
’owner’, the the ’owner* shall

the building to be inspected. 
Ihe nature of the inspection, as 
defined in this Section, or fur- 
ther applicable codes or 
statutes and the reason tor the 
inspection It shall be ap- 
propriate and sufficient to set 
torth a basis for inspection )e g 
area, complaint, reoccurring 
violation or periodic basis) es-

(b) A violation ol the code shall 
not prevent the issuance of a 
Certificate, but the City 
Manager shall not issue a Cer- 
tificate when the existing con- 
ditions constitute a hazard to

(c) In case of new 
construction, inspection shall 
be made prior to the first 
occupancy Such ’structure* 
shall be first reinspected within 
three (3) years and thereafter at 
two (2) year intervals Upon a 
finding that there is no condi- 
tion that would constitute a 
hazard to health and safety ol 
the occupants and that Ihe 
’premises' are otherwise fit for 
occupancy, the Certificate shall 
be issued It the finding is of a 
condition that would constitute 
a hazard to health or safety, no 
Certificate shall be issued and 
in order to comply with the ap- 
plicable code shall be issued 
immediately and served upon 
the ’owner* and in accordance 
with Section 5 1 hereof Or 
reinspection and proof of com- 
pliance the Order shall be res- 
anded and a Certificate issued 

(d) Upon finding that there is a 
violation of an applicable code 
but that the violation does not 
constitute a hazard to health 
and safety ol the occupants, a 
temporary Certificate shall be 
issued, but such Certificate 
shall not affect enforcement of 
the violation under this Article 

Section 4 4 

(a) An ’owner’ shall apply for a 
Certificate of Compliance 
before any regulated 
•premises* may be occupied by 
any peison other than the 
’owner* Inspection and is- 
suance of a Certificate shall be 
in accordance wrth the require- 
ments ot this Ordinance and 
with procedures established by 
the City Manager The City 
Manager may authonze the rs- 
suance of a temporary Certrii- 
cates for Occupancy, without 
inspection for those ’premises' 
in which there are no violations 
of record as of the effective 
date ot this Ordinance, and is- 
sue such temporary Certifi-

(d) If any Certificate of 
Compliance or temporary 
Certificate for occupancy is 
revoked because of the 
condition of any dwelling unit, 
the registered owner or agent 
may appeal such revocation to

Brutality charge discounted by court testimony

The accuser became the accused Wednesday 
as a 41-year-old Inkster man, who said he was 
viciously beaten by Inkster police, was ordered to 
stand trial on assault with the intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder. 

Darren Lacey, wearing sunglasses to hide 
bruised and blackened eyes that he said police 
had inflicted upon him and walking with the aid 
of a cane, was bound over to Recorder’s Court 
after all/2 hour examination conducted before 
Judge Sylvia James in the 22nd District Court. 

On March 21, Lacey appeared before Inkster 
City Council and told the mayor and lawmakers 
that he was beaten up by Inkster police for no 
obvious reason. 

However, during court testimony, it was re- 
vealed that one of Lacey’s former girl friends may 
have inflicted the wounds after she was pounced 



on and beaten by Lacey, according to court testi- 
mony. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Lawrence 
Talon asked the judge to amend the original com- 
plaint against Lacey-malicious destruction of 
property over $100- by adding attempted murder 
charges. 


But, during the course of the hearing, the pros- 
ecutor failed to provide sufficient evidence to 
support that complaint, James said. 

However, Talon did get the judge to agree that 
there was sufficient evidence shown that Lacey 
should be charged with assault, a felony that car- 
ries a 10-year sentence upon conviction. 

Lacey appeared in court to answer to mali- 
cious destruction of property. The charges stem 
from an incident that occurred on March 20 in- 
volving the former girl friend. 

The girl friend, Sharon Stanton, 42, her right 
hand wrapped in a bandage and a splint on her 
left, testified during the examination that she had 
known Lacey for approximately 12 years and that 
the defendant had telephoned her about 10 p.m. 
on March 20. 

“Lacey called me and said he wanted to come 
over to spend the night,” Stanton told the court. “I

Painful loss 

Trees to be planted 
in memory of twins

Two Westland parents who expected to 
bring their 6-month-old child home from the 
hospital after his premature arrival last Sep- 
tember, received devastating news when their 
infant son fell ill with pneumonia and died in 
late March. 

The loss of baby Kaleb Byrd was especially 
traumatizing to parents Kerry (Dixie) Byrd and 
Laurie Hawkins of Westland, who also lost Ka- 
leb’s twin, Kile, who was stillborn. 

As the couple was preparing for the home- 
coming of their young son, Associated News- 
papers published an article about the amazing 
survival of Kaleb, who was born five months 
prematurely on Sept. 15, 1993 weighing a mere 
1-pound, 5-ounces. 

Initially concerned their child wouldn’t sur- 
vive, the couple announced the birth of their 
son in February, bought baby clothes and be- 
gan setting up a room to welcome Kaleb to the 
family. 

Kaleb Byrd, whose expected birth date 
would have been Feb. 15, was being kept on 
oxygen and medication for chronic lung dis- 
ease at the neo natal intensive care unit at An- 
napolis Hospital when he began having 
bronchial spasms in early March. The infant, 
weighing 5 pounds 6 ounces, was transported An Annapolis Hospital nurse wrote this touching poem to the West-

Mace bomb routs students, faculty

Two pepper spray mace bombs set off at John Glenn 
High School on Tuesday routed students from the building 
and sent seven students and one teacher to a hospital for 
treatment of breathing problems. 

An 18-year-old John Glenn High School student has been 
suspended pending a due process hearing to determine 
further disciplinary action after he admitted to releasing 
two pepper spray mace bombs in the school Tuesday morn- 
ing and afternoon, according to Wayne-Westland Assistant 
Superintendent of Schools Gary Dell. 

Following the release of the second bomb, 1,800 students 
and faculty were evacuated from the building and 120 stu- 
dents were attended to by emergency personnel from the 
Westland Fire Department, Dell said. 

A total of seven students and one teacher were trans- 
ported to area hospitals for breathing difficulties where 
they were treated and released, according to Dell. 


The first of two pepper bombs was released in the school 
around 10:30 a.m. when an “offensive odor was detected,” 
and the second at 12:55 p.m. when emergency personnel 
were preparing to leave the scene, Dell said. 

Three emergency units, 15 Westland police officers and 
10 members of the Wayne County Hazardous Incident Re- 
sponse Team (HAZMAT) responded to the scene. 

The first bombing, which effected three classrooms, was 
determined not to be toxic and a couple of students were 
sent to the hospital for breathing difficulties, Dell said. 

After the second pepper mace spray was released, ad- 
ministrators pulled the fire alarm and evacuated the build- 
ing shortly after 1 p.m., sending students and faculty home 
for the remainder of the day, Dell said. 

“Another one went off. This one was more widespread 
and everyone was still on site. We decided it was too hard to 
function and called the buses,” Dell said. 

According to Dell, investigators suspected that some sort

Man to stand trial in stabbing death

Pasko’s body was dressed in 
a red turtleneck shirt and 
jeans when he was found by a 
citizen Wednesday, Snyder 
said. The body had been strip- 
ped of all identification but in- 
formation found nearby 
ultimately led to the identi- 
fication. 

Mr. Pasko’s car was found 
abandoned on Route 69 on the 
Michigan side of the Indiana 
border. 

Pasko’s death is listed as the 
third Romulus murder.

Stanton said she drove on 
Avondale to Inkster Road, with 
Lacey following in his LaSabre 
Buick. She said that she pulled 
into a 76 gas station and dis- 
covered it was closed. The wit- 
ness testified that Lacey 
pulled up behind her in his 
car and began ramming her ve- 
hicle into a wall. 


“I put my car into park and 
began to pray.” She said that 
Lacey rammed her car at least 
five or six times. 

She said that she managed 
to maneuver her car out of the 
gas station and headed down 
Avondale with Lacey again in 
pursuit. She said they were in- 
tercepted by Inkster police 
cars and got out 

“He got out first,” Stanton 
continued her testimoney. “He 
said Til kill you, bitch’ and 
socked me in the face with his 
closed fist. I socked him in his 
eyes - I hit him two or three 
times.” 

Inkster police officer Carey 
Bom testified that all of the of- 
ficers at the scene were in uni- 
form and in marked cars, and 
that Lacey resisted arrest. 

Upon cross examination by 
Lacey’s attorney, James O’Con- 
nell, who asked the Inkster po- 
lice officer “Did you recall that 
he (Lacey) was hollering that 
she has a knife?” 

Born replied “No.” 

Lacey was released on a 
personal bond. He is to appear 
in Frank Murphy Hall of Jus- 
tice at 9 a.m. on April 22 to an- 
swer to the charges.

The perpetrator entered the 
store and asked to see a spe- 
cific employee who had appar- 
ently shown the jewelry to him 
on an earlier date, police said. 
He then asked to see a 4 and 
5-karat diamond tennis brace- 
let 

After looking at the brace- 
lets, police reports said, the 
man told the 40-year-old jewe- 
lry saleswoman that he did not 
like the 5-karat bracelet and 
would rather see a 6-karat 
bracelet. 

While keeping her hand on 
the bracelets lying on the 


counter, the woman removed a 
6-karat bracelet. The thief 
grabbed both bracelets and 
ran toward an exit on the south 
side of the building, police 
said. 

The perpetrator fled the 
mall with the two 14-karat gold 
tennis bracelets valued at a to- 
tal of $17,650, according to re- 
ports. 

One witness was walking 
near the jewelry store when he 
heard a woman yell, “Stop 
him.” The witness began to 
pursue the man and saw him 
enter a light blue or green 
Dodge Shadow car, fleeing 
west on Warren Road.

Hospital assistant 
brings help to others

Just because you retire does 
not mean you should stop 
going to work according to one 
local resident 

Jean Schmidt decided to 
spend her days volunteering at 
Oakwood-Canton Health 
Clinic after retiring from 
Bendix Aerospace in Ann Ar- 
bor. 

“You can only watch so 
many soap operas,” Schmidt 
said, “and I worked in the 
health profession before I 
went to Bendix. I also had a 
friend who worked here.” 

Schmidt has been comfort- 
ing patients and families for 
more than a decade at the 
health clinic and has experi- 
enced the emotions felt by 
those she tries to comfort. 

“Sudden deaths are the sad- 
dest,” she said, “If you have a 
patient that has been ill and 
the family knows, it is not as 
hard as if you have a child that 
is rushed here from school be- 
cause they hit their head and 
you have to call the family and 
tell them their child had an ac- 
cident” 

Volunteering at a health fa- 
cility is not an appropriate job 
for everyone, said Schmidt, be- 
cause of the emotional respon- 
sibility. Volunteers need to be 
able to deal with the public. 

“Although it’s not a job ev- 


eryone can do, everyone 
should try and see if they can 
do it," she said emphasizing 
that hospitals could always use 
more volunteers. 

Volunteers at Oakwood- 
Canton Health Clinic do not 
need to have prior experience 
and are able to set their own 
hours. 

“We do request however, 
that they do at least four hours 
a week,” said Schmidt. “I cur- 
rently do 16 to 18 hours per 
week.” 

Schmidt’s duties include 
changing bed linens, conduct- 
ing a free blood pressure 
screening clinic on Saturdays, 
training new volunteers and 
“doing anything to assist doc- 
tors and nurses.” 

The woman believes she has 
made a difference and built 
long-standing relationships in 
her more than 8,500 hours of 
volunteer service. 

“I’ve built relationship with 
the staff, patients and family 
members,” Schmidt said, “and 
sometimes seeing a familiar 
face (at the clinic) is good.” 

To show their appreciation 
to Schmidt, patients always re- 
member her at Christmas and 
never forget her birthday. 
From the health clinic, the out- 
standing volunteer has re- 
ceived numerous pins 
thanking her for time and con- 
cern.

: A 25-year-old Dearborn 
Heights man, accused of ab- 
ducting and raping his former 
girlfriend, is awaiting a psy 
chological examination and 
competency hearing in jail. 

David Wilke will face seven 
additional charges including 
kidnapping, criminal sexual 
conduct and felony firearms if 
tests prove he is competent to 
stand trial, according to police 
investigators. Until that time, 
he will remain in the Wayne 
County Jail with no option for 
bond, police said. 

Wilke dated the 22-year-old 


alleged victim, of Dearborn 
Heights, for approximately two 
years before she ended the re- 
lationship last January. Wilke 
is accused of subsequently 
breaking into the woman's 
home, where she resides with 
her parents, raping her at 
knife point and robbing her. 

Following an April 6 pre- 
liminary examination in the 
20th District Court of Dear- 
born Heights, Judge Leo Foran 
ordered Wilke to stand trial on 
two counts of criminal sexual 
conduct in the first degree, 
breaking and entering and 
armed robbery, but released 
the man on a $50,000 cash 


bond, with the condition that 
he not contact the victim. He is 
alleged to have abducted the 
woman hours later as she ex- 
ited her vehicle, parked in the 
driveway of her residence. She 
was returning home to gather 
some clothing before she went 
to reside with friends. 

“After posting bond, the sus- 
pect stole a 1994 Aerostar and 
handgun from his mother’s 
home,” said officer Tammie 
Colling of the Canton Towns- 
hip Police Department. “He 
then abducted the woman 
from the Dearborn Heights 
home after 9:30 p.m.” 

The couple reportedly 
checked into the Ramada Inn 


on Michigan Avenue, just east 
of Interstate 275. at 1:30 p.m. 
April 7. The hotel manager 
told police he recognized the 
man from pictures aired on 
television news and called au- 
thorities. 

“We responded within min- 
utes of getting the phone call,” 
said Sgt. Mark Evarian, of the 
Dearborn Heights Police De- 
partment. “I contacted the 
Canton Township Police De- 
partment, then got our people 
together.” 

Working together, the Dear 
bom Heights Department and 
Western Wayne Special Opera- 
tions Team surrounded the 
premises with more than 40 of- 


ficers and arrested Wilke as 
the couple walked out of the 
hotel room. 

The bruised victim was 
transported to St. Joseph 
Mercy Hospital after telling 
police she was raped and 
beaten repeatedly by Wilke, 
armed with a loaded .38 cali- 
ber revolver. Wilke was 
treated for chest pains then 


taken into custody by Canton 
Township Police. 

The man returned to 
Foran’s Dearborn Heights 
courtroom two days later on a 
seven-count warrant. The 
judge remanded Wilke to the 
county jail without bond pend- 
ing a competency hearing. Re- 
sults of the test are expected 
within one month.

The cancellation of Deni- 


sar’s candidacy was accepted 
by the board with some regret, 
but not treated as tragedy. 

“As everyone knows, the 
board’s vote to ask three semi- 
finalists back for another in- 
terview was close. Dr. Gary 
Hughes w'as right up there 
with the other three,” said Ar- 
tley. “If we could’ve brought 
back four for second inter- 
views, we would have.” 

Hughes currently fills the 
superintendent seat in Du- 
rand, Mich., a school district of 
2600 students, for an annual 
salary of $81,000 . A Great 
Lakes native, Hughes has edu- 


cational experience from six 
different Michigan school dis- 
tricts ranging from Troy to 
Owosso to Lake Orion. 

As a result, the board will 
begin the interviewing process 
April 21 with Dr. Charles Lit- 
tle. Dr. Robert Monson will fol- 
low on April 26. A public 
reception is planned for both 
candidates at 4 p.m., three 
hours before their interviews, 
in the E.J. McClendon Educa- 
tional Center. 

Dr. Gary Hughes will inter- 
view with the board at 4 p.m. 
May 3. A public reception is 
planned for him at 8 p.m. the 
following night in the E.J. Mc- 


Clendon Educational Center. 

All three-hour interviews 
and receptions will take place 
in the second floor conference 
room and are open to the pub- 
lic. 

“The public is encouraged 
to attend,” said Artley. “The 
more the merrier.” 

Each candidate will spend 
two days in the community 
meeting with educators, resi- 
dents and business leaders.

Although drug seizures with 
a street value of more than $1 
million were conducted last 
year by a multi-unit narcotics 
squad, narcotics traffic con- 
tinues to plague western 
Wayne County. 

In a report to the Confer- 
ence of Western Wayne, Lt. 
Sandra Miller, commanding of- 
ficer of the Western Wayne 
Narcotics Task Force 
(WWNTF), reported 153 sus- 
pects were arrested and 
charged with 219 narcotics- re- 
lated counts in 1993. 

“Increasingly, communities 
across America have seen the 
drug trade grip neighborhoods 
like a deadly plague. Subs- 
tance abuse and addiction de- 
stroy families, overwhelm the 
education, criminal justice 
and social systems of our na- 
tion, as well as contribute to 
increased violence, homeless- 
ness and health care costs,” 
said Miller. “Law enforcement 
is well aware of the intert- 
wined relationship between a 
community’s social and eco- 
nomic infrastructure and the 
magnitude of its drug and 
crime problem.” 

Miller noted that a task 
force approach enables agen- 
cies to share narcotics intel- 
ligence, sophisticated 
equipment, formalized train- 
ing, vertical prosecution and 
scarce personnel. 

“During 1993, the task force 
was comprised of officers from 
Canton Township, Van Buren 
Township, the Michigan State 
Police, Garden City and Liv- 
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onia. The communities of Be- 
lleville, Northville and 
Sumpter Township partici- 
pated through financial contri- 
butions,” Miller said. “As 
evidenced by the case summa- 
ries in this report, most orga- 
nized drug rings operate 
throughout the metropolitan 
area and do not confine them- 
selves to a certain community. 

“The close proximity of both 
a major international airport 
and an international border, 
as well as quick access to 
north-south and east- west out 
state thoroughfares, tends to 
influence the nature and 
strength of the narcotics prob- 
lem affecting the western 
Wayne region,” Miller said. 

The report of 1993 charges 
included 47 instances of co- 
caine selling, 10 cases of co- 
caine possession, 67 instances 
of marijuana selling, 21 cases 
of marijuana possession and 
five instances connected with 
heroin selling and possession. 

Miller reported five note- 
worthy cases to the conference 
members: 

• Westland/Garden City, 46 

marijuana plants, one-half 
pound of packaged marijuana 
and hydroponic growing 
equipment were seized from 
one residence and 291 plants 
and 40 pounds of loose mari- 
juana wee confiscated from a 
second growing operation. The 
potential street value of mari- 
juana from both seizures was 
valued at nearly $500,000. 

• Canton Township, 22 
pounds of marijuana, one 
ounce of cocaine and an AK-47 
assault rifle plus drug ledgers 


were seized in a raid. Street 
value of the drugs was in ac- 
cess of $100,000. 

• Sumpter Township, a raid 
on a major grow operation at a 
residence revealed 23 large 
plants and 22 pounds of culti- 
vated marijuana plus 13 guns, 
including semi-automatic pis- 
tols and assault rifles. The ar- 
rest also led to the seizure of 
25 additional pounds of mari- 
juana from another suspect. 
Street value of the drug sei- 
zure w'as more than $100,000. 

• Canton Township, three 
guns, multiple pounds of mari- 
juana plus an additional 30 
pounds of marijuana were 
seized. 

• Van Buren Township 32 

pounds of marijuana was 
seized from a suspect’s vehi- 
cle. Confiscated in a subse- 
quent raid were more than 200 
pounds of marijuana, five guns 
and vehicles. 

“Prior to the formation of 
the Western Wayne County 
Narcotics Unit, no coordinated 
effort to combat narcotics 
crimes existed in western 
Wayne County. The team looks 
forward to continued success 
and providing quality service 
to member communities in 
1994,” Miller said. 

Board of directors of the 
task force include Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Direc- 
tor Mark Perkins, chairperson; 
Canton Tow'nship Public 
Safety Director John San- 
tomauro; Sumpter Township 
Police Chief Clinton Brown, 
and Belleville City Manager 
Jeffrey Przygocki, treasurer. 
Also serving on the board are 


the Northville, Livonia and 
Garden City police chiefs and 
a state police officer from the 
Southeastern Criminal Investi- 
gation Division.

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Beretta available for all to Z

“Whose ‘Z’ is that,” the chief 
mechanic at a local auto deal- 
ership asked recently. “Any- 
one going to move that Z,’” he 
asked a second time, head 
swiveling on ball bearings and 
plainly aggravated that some 
ding dong has blocked his No. 
1 garage door. 

By the time limp jaw bones 
snap shut and realization 
dawns that this grizzled vet- 
eran is talking about a Chevy 
Beretta Z26, he’s tricky trotted 
away from the showroom floor 
in a huff. Strike me down and 
call me late for dinner. 

It’s hard to imagine Chevy’s 
little wedge-shaped two-door 
coupe has been renovated 
from a fairly plain econo-car of 
the late '80s to an impressive 
addition to General Motors’ 
“Z” designation in the Chevro- 
let lineup card, but it’s true. 
Thankfully. 


Like only the world's largest 
auto maker can, the 1994 Z26 
replaces the discontinued Be- 
retta GTZ with a nifty array of 
flares, tires and engine enhan- 
cements that favor the car with 
a Detroit look and nifty perfor- 
mance for less than $15,000. 
Just like that. 

Under the hood (where ev- 
ery real driver should focus 
his/her primary attention), GM 
powertrain engineers have 
chained in a (optional) 3.1 L V6 
that delivers a quick 185 
ponies, plus decent mileage 
(something like 30 mpg aver- 
age with a five-speed standard 
transmission). Low-end move- 
ment is sluggish, but after 30 
mpg watch out - a new high- 
resolution (24X) ignition sys- 
tem, coupled with fresh lifter 
and cam design, really gets 
that V-6 building a head of 
steam in short order. 

“Z” also offers the smaller 
2.3L Quad 4 perfected by Olds 
engineers and the standard 


2.2L in-line four banger for the 
more economical by nature. 

Engine steroids also mean 
ride has to be stabilized for 
tough corners and avoiding 
driveway toys. MacPherson 
struts with coil springs, control 
arm redesign and the addition 
of an anti-roll bar give the 
driver a pretty' good sense of 
being in control in the 40-55 
mph exit/entrance ramp range. 
But don’t push it much further, 
although braking (standard 
disc/drum) is tight and reli- 
able. 

Inside Z26 drivers will find 
standard GM are, including air 
conditioning, the “MICAM” 
electrical/battery protection 
system, auto door locks, 
driver’s airbag and door- 
mounted seat belts (sorry, they 
really take getting used to). 

Sagging sales probably 
forced GM to redesign Beretta, 
but ya’ done good, guys. It don’t 
get no better than this.
